last until July 24, 


The French Communist Party 
was one of the last Communtst 
partics outside the Soviet Union 
to join the campaign against the 
cult of personality which was 
adopted by the Sovict Com- 
munist, Party dt its Moscow 
Congress In February. 


Paid Tribute 


When the French Party 
followed Muscow's jead in the 
antl-Stalin campaign, it — still 
pald tribute to Stalin’s role as 
theorist and governor and “in 
the struggle agatnst all enemies 
of the October Revolution .. 
in the building of soclalism and 
In the destruction of German 
fascism,"* 


The French Congress — here 
may provide — indications on 
whether = the democratisation or 
de-Stalinisation of the Purty Is 
making any progress. 

The French Communist Party 
was long considered, and prided 
itself on being, the most Stalin- 
ist of Communist — parties out- 
aide the Soviet Uniom French 
Communists are widely con- 
sidered to have devoted a 
“personality cult’? of their own 
around the party's Secretary 
General, alling 66-year-old)  M.

More recently, “Humanite" 
launched ao campaign for peace 
in Algeria.
